Treaty : There will then be an End of the Glory 
of the Arms of the Allies and of their Conquetts, 
fo dearly purchafed ; and we thall fee things fink 
apace cither to the Terms of a Defenfive War, 
which in feveral Refpeéts is more heavy and dif- 
advantagious than an offenfive one ; or of a ve 
mean and flight Peace, which will be neither fure 
nor lafting any longer than France Shall pleafe ; 
like thofe of the Pyrenees, of Aix la Chapelle, of 
Nimeguen, of the twenty Years Truce, and of 
R#fwick, every one of which, not long after ow 
were made were broken by France, and in Effe 
ferved only to give that Crown a little Refpite to 
recruit its Force, and then to undertake atrefh fome 
new Defign againft one or other of its Neigh- 
bours. But furely Affairs are now advanced too 
far and too profperoufly, for Men to faint and give 
out. To allthe Conquefts of the Allics no more 
is wanting than a Hand’s Breadth of Ground, as 
one may call it, to penetrate into the very Heart of 
France, and to oblige that Crown to agree to 
-wifhed for reafonable Terms of Peace. Tis now 
about 150 Years ago that the Victory of St. Quin- 
ten (as was {aid Before) opened fuch a ee to 
the Spaniards. We are come within a very little 
of it, and in.a much better Condition than King 
Philip was then. Yet a very little Time, yet one 
good Exploit morc, and with. God’s Affiftance 
we may ect over what remains to bedone. But 
how can it be anfwered, High and Mighty Lords, 
if the great End and Defign of this War, which is 
a fafe and good Peace, for obtaining which fo little 
is wanting, Shall not be perfecty fecured but left to 
Hazard? If all the Taxes and Impofts given for 
that End, fhould be fo long endured in vain; and 
the Blood of fo many brave Men {pilt for.nothing ; 
only becaufe People could not be incited to exert 
their urmoft Efforts for a very little Time longer? 
Doubtlefs fach Condué& as this would no lefs de- 
ferve to be laughed’ at, than of old that of the 
King of Syria was, who having vanquifhed his 
Enemy thrice, made a fudden Stop, in the Career 
of his Victories, and fo" loft the Opportunity 
of Subduing them. Doubtlefs this would be to 
acquit our felves very unworthily of the Ac- 
knowledgments owing to Heaven for all the Vic- 
tories obtained; nor would it better confift with 
Right Reafon and Common Prudence, to ftand 
ftill unfeafonably , and lofe all the Fruit 
of thofe Vi&tories. We have heard an Inability to 
fupport further Taxes alledged ; but as that Argu- 
ment is senerally found to proceed rather from Im- 
patience under the Burthen of Taxes, than to be 
jut in- it felf and true in Faét ; fo it is not to be 
imagined, that fuch pretended Inability can be of 
that Natute, as that a laft Effort cannot be made 
for fo fhort a Time,and in fo advantagious a Chrifis 
of Affairs asis abovementioned.
